made too hard for some if it is made 
t©<» easy for others. 
The rewards of 
common industry and thrift may lie 
too small if the rewards for other and 
on the whole less valuable qualities 
are made too large, and especially if 
the rewards for qualities which arc 
really, from the public standpoint, un 
desirable are permitted to heroine too 
large. 
The unchecked existence of monop 
oly is incompatible with equality of 
opportunity. The reason for the exor 
cise of government control over great 
monopolies is to equalize opportunity 
We are fighting against privilege, 
it 
was made unlawful for corporations to 
contribute money for election expense 
In order to abridge the jwiwer of spe­ 
cial privilege at the polls. 
Railroad 
rate control is an attem pt to secure an 
equality of opportunity for all men af­ 
fected by rail transportation, and that 
means all of us. The great anthracite 
coal strike was settled and the press­ 
ing danger of a coal famine averted 
because we recognized that the eon- 
trol of a public necessity involves a 
duty to the people aud that public 
Intervention in the affairs of a public 
service corporation is neither to be 
resented as usurpation nor permitted 
as a privilege by the corporations, but, 
on the contrary, to be accepted as a 
duty and exercised as a right by the 
government in the Interest of all tho 
people 
The efficiency of the army 
and the navy has been increased so 
that our people may follow' In i>eace 
the great work of making this country 
a better place for Americans to live in, 
and our navy was sent round the world 
for the same ultimate purpose. All the 
acts taken by the government during 
the last seven years aud all the i c i ­ 
cles now being pursued by the govern­ 
ment fit In as parts of a consistent 
whole. 


Measures For Country’s Good. 
Our public land policy has for its 
aim the use of the public land so that 
It will promote local development by 
the settlement of homemakers. The pol­ 
icy we champion is to serve all the 
people legitimately and openly, instead 
of permitting the lands to be convert­ 
ed, illegitimately and under cover, to 
the private benefit of a few. Our for­ 
est policy was establishel so that we 
might use the public forests for the 
permanent public good, 
instead of 
merely for temporary private gain. 
Tho reetemution aet. under which the 
desert parts of the public domain are 
converted to higher uses for the gen­ 
eral benefit, w*as passed so that more 
‘"Americans might have homes on the 
land. 
~-These policies were enacted into law 
and have justified their enactment. 
Others have failed so far to reach the 
point of action. 
Among such is the 
attem pt lo secure public control of the 
open range and thus to convert its 
benefits to the use of the small man. 
who is the homemaker, instead of al­ 
lowing it to be controlled by a few 
great cattle and sheep ow ners. 
The enactment of a pure food law’ 
was a recognition of the fact that the 
public welfare outweighs the right to 
private gain and that no man may 
poison 
the 
people 
for 
his private 
profit. 
The employers’ liability bill 
recognized the controlling fact that, 
while the employer usually has at 
atake no more than his profit, the stake 
of the employee Is a living for himself 
and bis family. 
am 
For the Benefit of the People. 
We are building the Panama canal, 
and this means that wre are engaged 
in the giant engineering feat of all 
time. 
We are striving to add in all 
ways to the habitability and beauty of 
our country. 
We are striving to hold 
In the public hands the remaining sup- 
' ply of unappropriated coal for the pro­ 
jection and benefit of all the people. 
We have taken the first steps toward 
^ h e conservation of our natural re­ 
sources and the betterment of country 
life and the Improvement of our wa­ 
terways. 
We stand for the right of 
every child to a childhood free from 
grinding toil and to an education, for 
the civic responsibility and decency of 
every citizen, for prudent foresight in 
public m atters and for fair play iii 
every relation of our national and eco­ 
nomic- life. 
In international matters 
we apply a system of diplomacy which 
puts the obligations of international 
morality on a level with those that 
govern the actions of an honest gen­ 
tleman in dealing with his fellow men. 
W ithin our own border we stand for 
truth and honesty in public aud in 
private life, and we war sternly against 
wrongdoes of every grade. 
The obligations and not the rights of 
citizenship increase In proportion to 
the Increase of a man’s wealth or pow* 
er. 
The time is coming when a man 
will be judged not by w hat he has suc­ 
ceeded in getting for himself from the 
common store, but by how well he has 
done his duty as a citizen and by what 
the ordinary citizen has gained in free­ 
dom of opportunity because of bis 
service for the common good. 
The 
highest value we know is that of the 
individual citizen, and the highest jus­ 
tice is to give him fair play in the ef­ 
fort to realize the best there Is In him. 


Common Sense Needed. 
The tasks this nation has to do are 
great tasks. They can only be done at 
all by our citizens acting together, and 
t£ey can be done best of all by the di­ 
rect and simple application of homely 
common sense 
. 
... 
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Tile national conservation com mis­ 
sion wisely confined its report to tbs 


statem ent of facts and principles, leav­ 
ing the executive to recommend the 
specific steps to which these facts and 
principles inevitably lead. 
According­ 
ly I call your attention to some of the 
larger features of the situation di# 
closed by the report and to the action 
thereby clearly demanded for the gen­ 
eral good. 


Water*. 
The report says: 
Within recent months it has been rec- ! 
ox n i zed 
and demanded 
by 
the people 
tinougU many thousand delegates from 
all states assembled in convention in dif- J 
feient sections of the country, that the 
waterways should and must be Improved ' 
promptly and effectively as a means of 
maintaining national prosperity. 
I he first requisite for waterway Im­ 
provement is the control of the waters in 
such manner as to reduce floods and reg­ 
ulate the regimen of the navigable riv­ 
ers. 
I he second requisite is development 
of terminals and connections lit such man­ 
ner as to regulate commerce. 
Accordingly I urge that the broad 
plan for the development of our water­ 
ways. recommended by tile inland wa­ 
terways commission. I>e put in effect 
without delay. 
If provides for a com­ 
prehensive system of waterway im­ 
provement extending to all rho uses of 
the waters and benefits to lie derived 
from their control, including naviga­ 
tion, the development of power, the ex­ 
tension of irrigation, the drainage of 
swamp and overflow lands, the pre­ 
vention of soil wash and the purifica­ 
tion of stream s for water supply. 
It 
proposes to carry out the work by co- 
ird Ina ling agencies in the federal de­ 
partments through the medium of an 
adm inistrative commission or board. 
acting in co-operation with the states 
and other organizations and individual 
Itlzens. 
The work of waterway development 
should be undertaken without delay. 
Meritorious projects in known con­ 
formity with the general outlines of 
any comprehensive plan should pro- 
•ccd at once. 
The cost of the w-hole 
work should be met by direct appro­ 
priation if possible, but lf necessary 
by the Issue of bonds in small denomi­ 
nations. 
It Is especially im portant that the 
development of w’ater power should lie 
guarded with the utmost care both by 
the national government and by the 
states iu order to protect the people 
Against the upgrowth of monopoly and 
to insure to them a fair share in the 
benefits which will follow the develop­ 
ment of til is great asset, which belongs 
to Hie people ami should be controlled 
by them. 


Forests. 
I urge that provision be made for 
both protection and more rapid devel­ 
opment of the national forests. Other­ 
wise. either the increasing use of these 
forests by the |people must be cheeked 
or their protection against fire must 
Is* dangerously weakened. If we com­ 
pare the actual fin* damage on similar 
areas on private and national forest 
lands during the past year, the govern­ 
ment fire patrol saved commercial tim­ 
ber worth as much as the total rust of 
caring for all national forests at the 
present rate for about ten years. 
I especially commend to the congress 
the facts presented by the commission 
as to (he relation between forests and 
stream flow in its bearing upon the im­ 
portance qf the forest lauds ii) nation­ 
al ownership. W ithout an understand­ 
ing of this intimate relation the con­ 
servation of both these natural re­ 
sources must largely fail. 
Tile time has fully arrived for recog­ 
nizing in the law the responsibility to 
the community, the state and the na­ 
tion which rests upon the private own­ 
ers of private lands. 
The ownership 
of forest land is a public trust. 
The 
man who would so handle his forest 
as to cause erosion and to injure 
stream flow must be not only educated, 
but he must be controlled. 
The rei>ort of the national conserva­ 
tion commission says: 
Forests In private ownership cannot be 
conserved unless they are protected from 
tire. 
We need good tire laws, well en­ 
forced. 
Fire control is impossible with­ 
out an adequate force of men whose sole 
duty is fire patrol during the dangerous 
season. 
I hold as first among the tasks be­ 
fore the states and the nation in their 
respective shares in forest conserva­ 
tion the organization of efficient fire 
patrols and the enactment of good fire 
laws on the part of the states. 
The report says further: 
Present tax l a w s prevent reforestation I 
of cut over land aftd the perpetuation of 
existing forests by use. 
An annual tax 
upon the land itself, exclusive of the tim­ 
ber. and a tax upon the timber when cut 
is well adapted to actual conditions of 
forest investment and is practicable and 
certain. 
It is far better that forest land 
should pay a moderate tax permanently 
than that it should pay an excessive rev­ 
enue temporarily and then cease to yield 
at all. 
I 
►Second only in inqiortaiice to good 
fire laws well enforced is the enact­ 
ment of tax laws which will permit 
the perpetuation of existing forests by 1 
use. 
Lands. 
With our increasing population the 
time is not far distant when the prop- I 
loin of supplying our people with food ' 
will become pressing. 
The possible i 
additions to our arable area are not i 
great, and it will become necessary to I 
obtain much larger crops from the * 
land, as is now done in more densely j 
settled countries. To do this we need 
better farm practice and latter strains 
of wheat, corn and other crop plants, 
with a reduction in losses from soil 
erosion and from Insects, animals and . 
other enemies of agriculture. 
The j 
ra tte d States department of agricul­ 
ture is doing excellent work in these 
directions, and it should I** liberally 
supported. 
The remaining public lands should 
be classified and the arable lands 
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The Man Who Retreats 
Before His Defeat!

Advertising isn t magic. 
J here is no element of 
the black art about it. 
In its best and highest form 
it is plain talk, sane talk— selling talk. 
Its results are 
in proportion to the merit of the subject advertised 
and the ability with which the advertising is done. 
There are two great enemies to advertising 
profit, and both of them are caused by ignorance of the 
real functions and workings of publicity. 
I he one is to advertise promises which will not be 
fulfilled, Wcause all that advertising can do when it 
accomplishes most is to influence the reader of your 
copy to investigate your claims. 
If you promise the earth and deliver the moon ad­ 
vertising will not pay you. 


If you draw men and women to your store on 
pretense and fail to 
make good, advertising will have 
harmed you because it has only drawn attention to the 
filet that you are to l>e avoided. 
It is as unjust to charge advertising with failure 
under these conditions as it would be for your neighbor 
to rob a bank and find yourself indicted for his misdeed, 
n mef, advertised dishonesty is even more profitless 
than unexploited deception. 
The other great error in advertising is to expect 
more out ot advertising than there is in it. 
Advertising is seed which a merchant plants in the 
confidence of the community. 
He must allow time for 
' ,to 
Every successful advertiser has to be 
patient. 
The time that it takes to arrive at results 
rests entirely with the ability and determination you 
display rn the effort. But you cannot turn back when 
>ou have traveled half way and declare that the path 
IC W m nor 
is wrong. 


You can t advertise for a week and because your 
store Bn t crowded say it hasn t paid y o u . 
It takes a 
certain period to attract the attention of readers 
tv erybody doesn t see what you print the first time 
it appears. More will notice your copy the second day 
a git at many more at the end of a month. 
You cannot expect to win the confidence of the 
community to the same degree that other men have 
obtained it without taking pretty much the same 
length of time that they did. 
But y o u can cut short 
the period between tour introduction to your reader 
and his introduction to your counters bv spending more 
el'ort in preparing your copy and displaying a ‘Tenter 
amount of convincingness. 
\ uu rnustn t act like the little girl who planted 
a garden and came out the next day expecting to find 
it rn full bloom. Her father had to explain to ller that 
plans require roots and that, although she could not 
see what was going on, the seeds were doing their most 
important work just before the flowers shawed above 
ground. 


So advertising is doing its most important work 
before the big results eventuate, and to abandon the 
money which has been invested just before results 
arrive is not only foolish but childish. 
It would be 
just as logical for a farmer to abandon his fields because 
he could not harvest his corn a week after he planted it. 
Advertising does not require faith—merely com­ 
mon sense. If it is begun in doublt and deserted before 
normal results can be reasonably looked for, the fault 
does not lie with the newspaper or with publicity— 
it rests entirely upon the head of the coward who 
retreated before he was defeated.

Accordingly I urge that the broad 


plan /or tbe development of our water- 
ways, recommended by the inland wa- 
lerways commission, be put in effect I 
without delay. U provides for a com- 
prehensive system of waterway im- 
provement extending to all the uses of 
the \v«ters and benefits to be derived 
from their control, including naviga- 
tion, the development of powuv. tHe ex- 
tension of Irrigation, the drainage of 
swamp and overflow lands, the pre- 
vention of soil wash oW the purifica- 
tion of streams for water supply. 
It 


proposes to carry out the work by co- 
ordinating agencies In the federal de- 
partments through the medium of an 
administrative commission or board, 
acting In co-operation with the states 
and other organizations and Individual 
dtjxens. 


The work of waterway development 


should be undertaken wftuout delay. 
Meritorious projects In known con- 
formity with the general outlines of 
any comprehensive plan should pro- 
i-i-td at once. The cost of the whole 
work should be met by direct appro- 
prla I ion if possible, but If necessary 
by the Issue of bonds in small denoml- 


the civic responsibility and decency of 
every citizen, for prudent foresight in 
public matters and for fair play in 
every relation uf our national and eco- 
nomic life.

Tt Is especially important that the 


development of water power should be 
guarded with the utmost care both by 
the national government and by the 
states In order to protect the people 
against the upgrowth of monopoly and 
to Insure to them a fair share in the 
benefits which will follow the develop- 
ment of this great assel, which belongs 
to the people and should be controlled 
by them. 


Forests. 


1 urge that provision be made for 


both protection and more rapid devel- 
opment of the national forests. Other- 
wise, either the Increasing use of these 
forest^ by the people must be checked 
or tholr protection against fire must 
be dangerously weakened. If we com- 
pare the actual fire damage on similar 
areas on private and national forest 
lands during the past year, the govern- 
ment fire patrol saved commercial tim- 
ber worth as much as the total cost of 
caring for all national forests at the 
present rate for about ten years. 


I especially commend to the congress 


the farts presented by the commission 
as to Ihe relation between forests and 
stream flow in its bearing upon the im- 
portance of the .forest lauds in nation- i 
.\1 ownership. Without au understand- 
ing of this intimate relation the con- 
servation of both these natural re- 
sources imibt largely fail. 


The time has fully arrived for recog- 


nizing In the law the responsibility to 
tho community, the state find Ihe na- 
tion which rests upon the private own- 
ers of private lands. The ownership 
of forest land is a public1 trust. 
The 


man who would «w handle his forest 
«s to cause erosion and to injure 
stream flow must be not only educated, 
but he muwt be controlled. 


The report of the national conserva- 


tion commission says: 


Fr»i i*stH In private ownership cannot be 
consul ved unless they arc protected from 
fire. 
We need good flre laws, well en- 
fort «cL Fli« control 1? Impossible with- 
out an adequate force of men whose sole 
duty Is flie patrol during the dangerous 
season 
; 


I hold as first among the tasks be- 


fore the states and the nation In their 
respective shares In forest conserva- 
tion tho organization of efficient flre 
patrols and the enactment of good fire 
laws on the part of the states. 


The report says further: 
Present tax laws prevent reforestation 
of cut over land afld the perpetuation of 
existing forests by uee. An annual tax 
upon the land itself, exclusive of the tim- 
ber, and a tax upon the timber when cut 
is well adapted to actual conditions of 
forest Investment and Is practicable and

The Man Who Retreats 


Before His Defeat! 


By Herbert Kaufman. 


Advertising isn't magic. 
There is no element of 


the black art about it. In its host and highest form 
it is plain talk, sane talk—selling talk. . Its results are 
in proportion to the merit of the subject advertised 
and the ability with which the advertising is done. 


There are two great enemies to advertising 


profit, and both of them are caused by ignorance of the 
real functions and workings of publicity. 


The one is to advertise promises which will not be 


fulfilled, because all that advertising can do when it 
accomplishes most is' to influence the reader of your 
copy to investigate your claims. 


// you promise the earth and deliver the moon ad- 


vertising will not pay you. 


If you draw men and women to your store on 


pretense and fail to make good, advertising will have 
harmed you because it has only drawn attention to the 
fact that you are to be avoided. 


It is'as unjust to charge advertising with failure 


under these conditions as it would be for your neighbor 
to rob a bank and find yourself indicted for his misdeed. 
In brief, advertised dishonesty is even more profitless 
than unexploited deception. 


The other great error in advertising is to expect 


more out of advertising than there is in it. 


Advertising is seed which a merchant plants in the 


confidence of the community. 
He must allow time for 


it to grow. 
Every successful advertiser has to be 


patient. The time that it takes to arrive at results 
rests entirely with the ability and determination you 
display in the effort. But you cannot turn back when 
you have traveled half way and declare that the path 
is wrong. 


You can't advertise for a week and because your 


store isn't crowded say it hasn't paid you. It takes a 
certain period to attract the attention of readers. 
Everybody doesn't see what you print the first time 
it appears. More will notice your copy the second day, 
a great many more at the end" of a month. 


You cannot expect to win the confidence of the 


community to the same degree that other men have 
obtained it without taking pretty much the same 
length of time that they did. But you can cut short 
the period between your introduction to your reader 
and his introduction to your counters by spending more 
effort in preparing your copy and displaying a greater 
amount of convincingness. 


You mustn't act like the little girl who planted 


a garden and came out the next day expecting to find 
it in full bloom. Her father had to explain to her that 
plans require roots and that, although she could not 
see what was going on, tlie seeds were doing their most 
important work just before 
the flowers showed above 


ground. 


So advertising is doing its most important work 


before the big results eventuate, and to abandon the 
money 
_ which has been invested just before results 


arrive is not only foolish but childish. 
It would be 


just as logical for a farmer to abandon his fields because 
he could not harvest his corn a week after lie planted it. 


Advertising does not require faith—merely com- 


mon sense. If it is begun in doubrt and deserted before 
normal results can be reasonably looked for, the fault 
does not lie with the newspaper or with publicity— 
it rests entirely upon the head of the coward who 
retreated before he was defeated.

The sseconrl lequisite is development 


of terminals itnd connections in such man- 
ner as to legrulnte commerce. 


Accordingly I urge that the broad 


pUiu /or the do\ elopment of our water- 
ways, recommended l)y the inland wa- 
lerways commission, he put In 'effect 
wit hunt delay. H provides for a com- ' 
prehonsive system of waterway Im- 
provement extending to all the uses of 
tho \\iuers a IK! benefits to be derived 
from their control, including naviga- 
tion, the development of powuv. tHe ex- 
tension of Irrigation, the drainage of 
swamp »ud overflow lands, the pre- 
vefttlim of soil wash ft'ud the purlikra- 
littu of streams for water supply. 
It 


proposes to carry out t he wort by co- 
ordinating agencies In the federal de- 
partments through the medium of an 
administrative commission or board, 
acting In co-operation with, tbe states 
and other organizations nnd Individual 


The work of waterway development 


should be undertaken without delay. 
Meritorious projects In known con- 
formity with the general outlines of 
any comprehensive plan should pro- 
i-i'td at once. The cost of the whole 
work should be met by direct appro- 
priation if possible, but If necessary 
by the issue of bonds in small denomi- 
nations. 


It Is especially important that the 


development of water power should be 
guarded with the utmost care both by 
the national government and by the 
states In order to protect tbe people 
against the upgrowth of monopoly and 
to Insure to them a fair share in the 
benefits which will follow the develop- 
ment of this great asset, which belongs 
to the people and should be controlled 
by them. 


Forests. 


1 urge that provision be made for 


both protection aud more rapid devel- 
opment of the national foresis. Other- 
wise, cither the Increasing use of these 


•pst1* by the people must be checked 


or tholr protection against fire must 
bo dangerously weakened. If we com- 
pare the actual fire damage on similar 
areas on private and national forest 
lands during the past year, the govern- 
ment fire patrol saved commercial tim- 
ber worth as much as the total cost of 
caring for all national forests at the 
present rate for about ten years. 


I especially commend to tbe congress 


the facts presented by tho commission 
as to the relation between forests and 
stream flow in its bearing upon the Im- 
portance of the forest lauds 'm nation- 
al ownership, "without au understand- 
ing of this intimate relation tbe con- 
servation of both these natural re- 
sources imibt largely fail. 


The time hay fully arrived for recog- 


nizing in the law the responsibility to 
tho community, the state nntl ihe na- 
tion which rests upon tbe private own- 
ers of private lands. The ownership 
of forest land is a public trust. The 
man who would <«> handle his forest 


to cause erosion and to injure 


stream flow must be not only educated, 
but he mutit be controlled. 


The report of the national conserva- 


tion commission s«ys: 


oipsta in private ownership cannot be 


conb.fi ved unless they are protected from 
fire. 
We need good flre laws, well en- 
fore ecL Fii« control Is impossible with- 
out an adequate force of men whose sole 
duty Is fije patrol during the dangerous 
season 


I hold as first among the tasks be- 


fore the states and the nation In tbeir 
respective shares In forest conserva- 
tion tho organization of efficient flre 
patrols and the enactment of good fire 
laws on the part of the states.

ABOUT ADVERTISING—NO. 10 
The Man Who Retreats 


Before His Defeat! 


By Herbert Kaufman. 


Advertising isn't magic. There is no element of 


the black art about it. In its host and highest form 
it is plain talk, sane talk—selling talk. . Its results are 
in proportion to the merit of the subject advertised 
and the ability with which the advertising is done. 


There are two great enemies to advertising 


profit, and both of them are caused by ignorance of the 
real functions and workings of publicity. 


The one is to advertise promises which will not be 


fulfilled, because all that advertising can do when it 
accomplishes most is' to influence the reader of your 
copy to investigate your claims. 


// you promise the earth and deliver the moon ad- 


vertising will not pay you. 


If you draw men and women to your store on 


pretense and fail to make good, advertising will have 
hartned you because it has only drawn attention to the 
fact that you are to be avoided. 


It is'as ^^nj^tst to charge advertising with failure 


under these conditions as it would be for your neighbor 
to rob a bank and find yourself indicted for his misdeed. 
In brief, advertised dishonesty is even more profitless 
than unexploited deception. 


The other great error in advertising is to expect 


more out of advertising than there is in it. 


Advertising is seed -which a mcrcliant plants in the 


confidence of ifa community. 
He must allow time for 


it to grow. 
Every successful advertiser has to be 


patient. 
The time that it takes to arrive at results 


rests entirely with the ability and determination you 
display in the effort. But you cannot turn back when 
you have traveled half way and declare that the path 
is wrong. 


You can't advertise for a week and because your 


store isn't crowded say it hasn't paid you. It takes a 
certain period to attract the attention of readers. 
Everybody doesn't see what you print the first time 
it appears. More will notice your copy the second day, 
a great many more at the end of a month. 


You cannot expect to win the confidence of the 


community to the same degree that other men have 
obtained it without taking pretty much the same 
length of time that they did. But 3rou can cut short 
the period between your introduction, to your reader 
and his introduction to your counters by spending more 
effort in preparing your copy and displaying a greater 
amount of convincingness. 


You mustn't act like the little girl who planted 


a garden and came out the next day expecting to find 
it in full bloom. Her father had to explain to her that 
plans require roots and that, although she could not 
sec what was going on, the seeds were doing their most 
important work just before the flowers showed above 
ground. 


So advertising is doing its most important work 


before the big results eventuate, and to abandon the 
money which has been invested just before results 
arrive is not only foolish but childish. It would be 
just as logical for a farmer to abandon his fields because 
he could not harvest his corn a week after lie planted it. 


Advertising does not require faith—merely com- 


mon sense. If it is begun in doublt and deserted before 
normal results can be reasonably looked for, the fault 
does not lie with the newspaper or with publicity— 
it rests entirely upon the head of the coward who 
retreated before he was defeated.
